ADAMS, A CENTRA L BUT MOST 
SECLUDED DIVISION. 


M any of the Residents Have Never 
Seen 
a Railroad Train and Are 
Slowly 
W ithering Up on 
Sand 
Heaps W ithin Twenty Miles of the 
State Capital. 


Adams county is by all odds the 
vddeibt county in the state. 
It ex­ 
tends north frcm near Kilbourne City 
end much of the groteeque part of the 
“ Dells cf the Wisconsin” is in this 
rdd 
county. 
One could go from 
A'ac:s( n to Adams county durirg a 
elm ch service. 
But to go frcm Mad­ 
men to Friendship, the ccunty seat, 
vt cold require as lc rg as to go from 
Madiscn to Lake Superior, for Friend­ 
ship is reached cnly after a slow stage 
ride cf 
about twenty-five 
miles. 
AcamB county is the only ccunty in 
Wisconsin 
having 
no 
railroad or 
steem bcat line w ithin its borders. 
Act ms cornily is in the heart of 
"WiscoiEin, yet it is as deluded as any 
ccv ity in the state. 
And it is one of 
th e oldest settled, j e t e re of the least 
settled cf any county, having gained 
only tw enty-one in populaticn from 
the census cf 18£5-‘90, cr about a half 
cf a men a year. 
No ccunty in Wis-i 
contin, and probably no ccunty in the 
w elt. shews such a email increase 
since 1855. 
One csn buy wild land in 
this ccunty, “ every fcot of which can 
be cultivated,” for $1 per acre, w ith 
the oak tim ber thereon “ throw n in;” 
and thousands cf acies have been ob­ 
tained by paying the taxes. 
In going ever parts of this county 
one is reminded of the abandoned 
farm districts cf New England. 
Not 
many n Des frcm Friendship i*b to he 
seen farm after farm with deserted 
leg hcuses in which the cwls hold 
nightly meetings. 
And one sees “ old 
tim ers” still living in these districts, 
grandfathers with grizzled beards and 
gnarled hcdies, who have humped 
themselves to make both ends meet 
until their grey heads are bowed 
nearly to their feet, giving them the 
folorn leek of the sand-hill crane. And 
here they live aa prim itive and as far 
frcm modern civilization aa they were 
a generation ago, when they were 
premised railroads th a t never came 
any closer than tw enty miles away. 
And m ary cf them to get to a rail- 
read m ust travel the greater part of a 
day ever sand roads, which are slower 
than mud roads. 
Some of these people are led to take 
life as a joke in order to relieve the 
sericusncss. 
One cf these told the 
following: “ A couple of us lately took 
cu r families over into another county 
where there is a railroad. 
When the 
train w ent up by us cur women and 
children were so frightened a t the 
novelty th a t we had to hold them 
frcm running aw ay.” 
There are no statistics cf the great 
num ber cf 
“ dupes” who have been 
“ April fooled” in buying this sandy 
land, “ sight not seen.” T etth eco n n ty 
officers have many stories to tell of the 
people who come to them w ith great 
hopes in a “ sight not seen,” and one 
of these “ dupes” is on record as hav­ 
ing committed suicide after having 
seen the 160 acre sand hank in which 
he had deposited all his hard-earned 
fortune. 
But there is much good, rich land 
in Adams county. 
And many people 
who do not live in those forlornly 
prim itive conditions. 
And 
many 
frugal foreigners are but lately going 
into the county and buying lands for 
a song, and are m aking comfortable 
livings where the old-time Yankee 
was starved out. 
And as two lines of 
railw ay are lately surveyed or planned, 
to run through 
there, this oddest 
county may get even a t last and find 
modern civilization. •

OCEAN. 


It Extends Under K ansas and Nebraska 
and P art o f Indian Territory. 
The best scientists of the land 
favor the opinion that Nebraska, 
Kansas and part of Indian territory 
are situated over an immense under­ 
ground lake or sea, says the St Louis 
Republic. 
It is a well-known fact 
that in several places in Kansas 
whole sections of land have suddenly 
disappeared, leaving only fathomless 
lakelets to mark the spot where they 
were once situated. Proof that there 
is something peculiar with the foun­ 
dation of the section of tile country 
mentioned may be found in the cele­ 
brated “tide wells” of Polk, Butler 
and Colfax counties in Nebraska. 
Polk county is best provided with 
these curious wells, having between 
a dozen and twenty, which roar and 
ebb and flow with an unseen tide. 
The roaring of those remarkable 
curiosities (they cannot be called 
natural wonders, because they are 
the work of man, at least so far as 
excavation is concerned) is caused 
by the inhalation and exhalation of 
immense quantities of air. 
There 
are hours, regular and uniform, in 
which the air will rush out with a 
loud, hissing sound, aud again an 
equal space of time in which it seems 
that all the air of tho Platte valley 
will be sucked into the cavernous 
depths of these wonderful wells. 
The period of this ebb and flow 
does not seem to depend upon either 
the season or the state of the weath­ 
er, but it is thought to have some 
mysterious connection with the high 
and low tide periods of the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. 
A meteorologist 
of natural reputation, who sought to 
fathom the mystery of the “Platte 
river tide wells,” and who issued a 
little pamphlet with the title “Roar­ 
ing Wells of Nebraska,” gave it as 
his opinion that the roaring phenom­ 
enon was in some way connected 
with the prevailing direction of tho 
wind,being strongest in time of west 
or southwest breezes. 
The farmers 
in the threo counties mentioned as 
being best provided with these tide- 
regulated, air expelling wells be­ 
lieve that the water supply is con­ 
nected with a body large enough to 
have a regular ebb and flow of tide. 
All the wells in the counties of Polk 
and Butler which are tide-regulated 
are of about the same depth, those 
of Colfax being deeper, but all ex­ 
tending to a porous stratum having 
the same general characteristics.

Serious Accident.

There was [a fire panic among the 
passengers on board the steamer Uo- 
lu Tibia last evening as the boat was 
nearing the city on her way down 
from Crystal Springs. 
The Columbia 
was loaded heavily with passengers, 
who had spent the day in the woods 
around the Crystal Springs. The boat 
had not been long on her down-river 
trip before some of the passengers 
6aw a whiff of smoke issuing from 
below the boiler deck. 
Nothing was 
thought of it until the 
Columbia 
rounded the bend at Greenland and 
was headed straight to her docks. 
Then the smoke increased in volume, 
and an excited passenger yelled “ The 
boat is on fire.” 
Women and children screamed, and 
the men who remained cool did their 
best to restore quiet. 
“ Run the boat ashore,” commanded 
Captain Buchholz, as he rushed to the 
boiler room to get the hose. 
The 
man at the wheel deserted it and the 
boat kept on in an unsteady course 
down the river. 
Cool-beaded men tore up some of the 
plank flooring and fonnd the fire to be 
in the hold, underneath the furnaces. 
Quick work with pails and the tiny 
stream from the hose soon extinguished 
the fire, and the boat was landed 
safely at her dock. 
Before the passengers had disem­ 
barked another cry of fire was raised, 
caused by escaping steam. 
This cre­ 
ated almost as bad a panic among the 
women aad children as the first alarm, 
and it was with much difficulty that 
the men prevented the women and 
children falling into the river in their 
wild rush to reach the dock. 
After 
the passengers bad all left the boat 
Captain Buchholz made a thorough 
examination, and found that the fire 
was caused by a defective grate. This 
was soon remedied, and the Columbia 
steamed up the river on another trip. 
The damage to the boat by fire was 
very light.

They Go On Strike the Public 
Does Not Feed Them. 
The report of the Chicago Central 
Relief association to the Civic Federa­ 
tion shows that the cash contributions 
amounted to $135,268.34. 
This money 
was used to feed, clothe and house un­ 
employed men last winter, says the 
Record. □ The total number of meals 
furnished from the three kitchens was 
462,084, making ad average of 4,621 a 
day. The total number of days when 
the men taken care of by the associa­ 
tion worked on the streets was eighty- 
three and the average number of men 
working each day was 2,275. 
Each 
• man worked an average of three 
hours and thirty-five minutes a day. 
The association issued in ninety-four 
days, 232,066 lodging checks to regular 
lodging houses and there were 8.6s2 or­ 
ders issued on the warehouses for fam­ 
ily supplies 
In addition to the lodg­ 
ing checks there were 13,612 lodgings 
given by missions, and during the 
winter 41,327 men found lodging in 
police stations 
The following sug­ 
gestions are given in the report: 
“There is a general feeling of im­ 
patience among persons who are com­ 
monly generous givers to the unfor­ 
tunate over the present industrial 
situation, complicated as it is by 
strikes with the consequent idleness 
In view of this the following remarks 
seem necessary: 
Workingmen who 
strike are, for the most part, mechan­ 
ics or skilled laborers who usually re­ 
ceive good wages and lay by money 
for an idle day. 
When they become 
needy they can usually borrow of 
their associates who have been more 
thrifty or who are under less expense 
or the unions care for them until 
work is resumed. 
But few union men 
apply for relief 
The majority 
of 
those who apply for and receive help 
from charitable institutions or who 
worked for the Central Relief associa­ 
tion during the winter of *94 were men 
who have no trade or are not well 
fitted to make a living at times when 
there is great depression in business. 
Many of them come to the front for 
assistance every winter, and they 
were predominant in the work of the 
Central Relief association the last 
yvinter.” __________________

CREEK D EPU T IES AS BANDITS. 


Ko Wonder the Land of Homer Is Unsafe 
for the Traveler. 
The discovery that two Greek dep­ 
uties have teen acting as protectors 
of the bandits in the land of Homer 
shows the alarming power which 
robbers have acquired there. 
“The 
bandits,” says a Berlin paper, “un­ 
derstand 
how to win the sympa­ 
thies of the Greek officials. 
Indeed, 
the mayor of Duzesti recently gave 
a dinner in the city hall in honor of 
a robber band. 
A few days ago it 
was announced that the two Greek 
deputies, Ghiannussis and Hadjikagis, 
were arrested on the charge of being 
professional robbers. The complaint 
against these two deputies 
is a 
unique document, reading as fol­ 
lows: 
“At the beginning of August, 
1892, a band of robbers, under com­ 
mand of the Messrs. 
K. Tsanaka 
and G. Tsouka, armed with Chasse­ 
pot rifles, crossed the Greek border 
at Kastanka, and appeared upon the 
Turkish estate of Hairedden Bey. 
After stealing everything possible, 
♦he robbers took possession of tho 
landed proprietor, Hairedden Bey, 
and took him back to Greece. 
The 
deputies Ghianussis and Hadjigakis 
had already informed the border sol­ 
diers that their friends, eleven in 
number, would cross the border with 
a Turkish prisoner, and made ar­ 
rangements that they facilitate as 
much as possible the return of the 
Greeks to their native country. The 
soldiers carried out the wishes of 
the deputies in tho most friendly 
way and even supplied the band with 
victuals. 
One night was passed on 
the Turkish border. 
On the follow­ 
ing night tho band with the prisoner 
proceeded to tho village Teka, which 
belongs to Deputy Ghianussis, where 
the deputy and his two brothers, 
Constantin ani Alexander, awaited 
short rest the rob- 
prisoner to the vil- 
On October 3 the 
two deputies, accompanied by Kris- 
todolos Dimakis, the mayor of Has- 
tanea, who was charged with the 
pursuit of the robbers, appeared in 
Duzesti, where a long conference 
with the prisoner followed. 
It was 
finally told him that he would be 
held captive until his family sent a 
certain ransom for him. 
This hap­ 
pened, in fact, in November. 
The 
money was divided among the two 
deputies, the mayor of Kastanea and 
the band of robbers. 
It is certainly small wonder that 
travel in parts of Greece is reported 
unsafe, when even members of the 
national legislature, called to make 
laws are accused of being profes­ 
sional bandits.
